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My Experience.

Eprror or Uniry:—You ask me to give Uniry 
a chapter of my experience in the Science of the 
Christian Life. 

Many of our good friends in the Science have 
spoken disparagingly of the Church; as if it were 
an institution from which they should hasten to 
escape. Especially is this true of Eddyites, who have 
many times exhorted me: “Come out from among 
them and be ye separate,” unmindful of the Gospel 
requirement to “Let your light shine before men”— 
not in an “I-am-holier-than-thou” exclusiveness; but, 
“before men”’—right where you are. By withdraw- 
ing you are judging and condemning them, which 
awakens their antagonism. I have no quarrel with 
the church, and they have consequently no hostility 
to me. The church has had and still has a great 
mission to fulfill. If I have received a greater 
illumination, they seeing its fruit in my life, will 
“glorify your Father which is in heaven.” Thus 
the greater light must be demonstrated— and it is 
demonstrable—before I can expect others to accept 
the greater light for themselves. 

When a boy of nineteen, in a moderate religious 
awakening “away down in Maine,” I found the 
Christ, and gave him my heart. In all the long 


years since then I have had more or less of the 
Christian joy—“the consolation of Christ” within 
the church. No doubt there are many church mem- 
bers who have never known the Christ because 
they have rested in the externals of religion—forms 
and ceremonies and church membership. And it is 
not strange, when such receive the illumination 
of the Christ through the beauty and simplicity of 
our scientific method, that they decry the church as 
a hollow shell—a Christian Church without a Christ. 

Having “found him whom my soul loveth” I 
had many times been touched with joy; yet I was 
not fully satisfied with my situation or my 
experience and I longed for larger liberty, and 
a deeper and fuller realization.- The trouble with 
me, and the teaching which had moulded me, was too 
low an idea of God and of myself. I had “limited 
the Holy One of Israel” by my limited conceptions 
and consequent limited experiences. The church had 
given me the pattern, the concept of a far away, 
semi-material, man shaped-God, entirely separate 
and apart from myself; like an earthly autocrat 
seated on a beautiful material throne, ruling the 
universe with arbitrary authority—a universe apart 
from himself—demanding homage of al] men for his 
own selfish glory; visiting his children with suffer- 
ing, affliction and death, and condemning the vast 
majority, who violate his arbitrary laws “in one 
point,” to eternal and inextricable woe. 

No wonder my mind sometimes rebelled at such 
inconsistencies, such a libel on Infinite Love, and 
that I demanded a better God than the “traditions 
of the fathers” now furnished me. No wonder I 
staggered at the lapses from honor and virtue on 
the part of many leaders and teachers, who, had 
they fully attained to regeneration through a true 
knowledge and a full acceptance of the Christ, 
would have elevated me with themselves to the true 
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Christ life. But with a low consciousness them- 
selves, they were incompetent to raise men above 
their own plane, the mortal-mind consciousness. 
Like Herod Antipas, they had “given half their 
kingdom” for sense, and so we both had lost 
our kingdom. Not knowing how to attain it, I had 
longed for a higher and purer life 

From childhood I have had a strong leaning 
toward the supernatural; and especially have I had 
a belief in the Divineness of the Scriptures, so that 
I was prepared to accept any teaching which 
emphasized the power of the Word and the 
infallibility of its promises. 

Christian Science first presented itself to my 
notice in the complete healing of a case of paralysis 
of two years standing in the person of Rev. 
Geraldine D. Robinson, since then a healer and 
teacher of considerable note. It was not necessary 
to argue to convince me that it was Divine power 
that had healed her, for I already believed in the 
Divine power most intensely. I believed with ali 
faith healers in God as external to and apart 
from myself, and that this external Being “could 
do everything,” as Job said, if only he so chose, and 
if I petitioned his Gracious Majesty with sufficient 
humility. But here was a new explanation of the 
Divine, involving a complete undoing of old ideas; 
a theory which accorded to man Divine powers, 
allowing to the fully Christed man the same powers 
manifested in Jesus of Nazareth. 

I set myself to work to investigate this new 
teaching, reading “Science and Health” twice 
through and some other literature. As I now 
retrospect that experience, I see myself as holding 
fast to my old theological ideas with my strong 
right hand, while I investigated with my left. 

Mrs R. was teaching many classes then in La- 
Crosse, one of which I went through in 1886. And 
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under her clear teaching I soon grasped the truth 
of my own Divine Sonship as I bad never before 
seen it. I began to realize the Christ presence 
with Life giving power within me. About this time 
the Living Truth had taken so firm a hold on me, 
that I let go my right hand from the old historic 
ideas, and investigated the new with my good right 
hand—only clinging to the old with my weaker left. 
I dared not quite let go the old theology, in which I 
had been reared, and which had so many family and 
churchly associations clustering around it. I can 
now see how one becomes bound hand and foot by 
theological “traditions” and dogmas so strongly 
as to shut out from him the fuller Christ Life; 
so that perfect freedom of thought is impossible, as 
he enters upon the solution of the great “problem 
of life,” which each must solve for himself. I can 
now see that I was trying to compel Truth to come 
to me through the narrow channel of old ideas. 
But not until the expanding, inspirational “new 
wine” of the new thought had broken a few old 
theological “bottles,” did 1 fully accept the new 
and let the Living “New Wine” provide itself 
with its own expansive theology, regardless of the 
“traditions of the fathers’”—superannuated, medie- 
val human opinions. I began to read the scriptures 
with a clearer vision, seeing them ina new light, 
clothed with new life and beauty—no longer a mere 
history of what God once did and what prophets once 
declared; but, if history, that history allegorically 
portrays what is occurring or may occur within my 
own breast. Instead of a remote past, too remote 
to be of vital value to me, I found the “living 
present” from which I could not escape. Thus 
I saw that inspiration is a necessity to account for 
a writing so remarkable, so true to human 
experience, in which I hear the Divine voice 
instructing and warning me. Inspiration is the 
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illumination of the individual from the inner ligh 
and inner glory of Infinite Wisdom, which is the 
Holy Ghost—not bestowed upon an occasional 
favorite, but free to every man, who is sincere 
and meek enough to receive it. If God ever inspired 
one man, be it Isaiah or Swedenborg, then a law 
is found, and by it the Impartial Father is forever 
“waiting to be gracious”—waiting our receptivity, 
that he may bestow the Spirit in larger measure 
upon every receptive heart. 

When I began to ask the Spirit to give me 
the “sincere milk of the Word,” and to show me its 
“hid treasures of wisdom,” when like “the eunuch” 
of old I began to invite the Spirit into my reasoning 
(chariot), while I read the “sacred page”’—then I 
began to read it as a new book, an open book 
—no longer a book “sealed with seven seals,” 
for “the Lion of the tribe of Judah hath prevailed to 
unloose the seals thereof.” Nor is this in any sense 
pecular to myself; for “he that runneth may read,” 
every one may “know of the doctrine,” may come to 
the fountain and drink for himself. There is a vast 
difference in the effect on you, whether you read 
another man’s inspiration, or receive it direct 
yourself. 

Having taken many lessons of human teachers 
and many from the Teacher of teachers, I now 
no longer cling to the old system of dogmatic 
thought. I have let go both hands; and apply 
myself with all my powers to seek the Divine Love 
and Wisdom, to follow the Christ as He leads 
me. I hear Him say to me: “I am the Way,” 
“follow thou Me.” This shows that His earthly 
course is “the Way” for me to go—is “the way” 
to regeneration and the Resurrected Life—the 
highest Spiritual consciousness. Al] his experiences 
from the “Immaculate conception” to the “resurrec- 
tion” and the “ascension” must be re-enacted in 
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my consciousness, before I realize the highest possi- 
bility for humanity. Thus the Word is a Living 
Word, and the Way he showed—the way he went— 
is “a New and Living Way” for humanty to find 
Immortality. Will you go this Way, this “Straight 
and narrow Way”—“the Way that leadeth unto Life 
“Eternal—in the pathway whereof there is no 
death?” 

There have been in various ages of the world 
new epochs in thought, new awakenings to a higher 
concept of God and man,a higher realization of Truth. 
Christian Science seems to be such an epoch in the 
world’s thought, a new awakening of men to higher 
Spiritual thought, than the age now vanishing: 
We are being prepared for greater things in the 
glorious twentieth century, which is to be a period 
of wonderful Spiritual advancement, wherein im- 
mortality in the body is to be realized, the great 
culmination of prophesy, the great attainment to be 
reached by the Christ Way. The time is near at 
hand, when “we shall not all sleep” (die), “but shall 
be changed in a moment,” when “this mortal shall 
put on immortality.” This will not be a condition 
forced upon us; but an attainment reached through 
demonstration, by following in “The Way” 

We need teachers who are themselves working 
out this great problem, and who can lead others into 
the way of immortality. Henceforth religion is not 
to be an inert theology, but the Living Christ life- 
a practical demonstration of eternal principles. 

Healing? Yes, healing is of necessity an inci- 
dental to this life of demonstration. He who carries 
into practice this wonderful theology of Divinity in 
man—Immanuel—most studiously, will heal by the 
same power which Jesus exercised, for this power 
belongs tothe Christed man. He shall find nothing 
of mortal mind’s false claims impossible to overcome 
whether it be inharmony of body or environment, 
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While I have had some successes in demonstrat- 
ing over bodily and circumstantial inharmony, of 
late the cause of Truth is so thoroughly enlisting 
my love, that as my love drops out of my business, 
my business flags accordingly. Success in any line 
of work requires your love, as well as hope and faith, 
I am begining to feel that I must “leave all and 
follow Him” who is my Life and my salvation, 
my “shield and my exceeding great reward.” But 
I ask in view of the greatness of the undertaking, 
“who is sufficient for these things’? And yet the 
answer returns to me: “Our sufticiency is of God; 
who also hath made us able ministers of the 
New Testament.”—II Cor. 2:5-6

One author has said, “That which is begun is 
already half done,” which is no doubt true. It is 
the dread of commencing a thing that largely 
thwarts us from accomplishing anything good or 
great—a fear lest we may not be able to see it 
through, and a lack of trust in our own capabilities 
to do the work and do it well. We willingly grant 
to others the power to step into the breach and do 
the work in hand, but we shrink from accepting the 
responsibility ourselves. 

And yet, why should not we ourselves have just 
as much latent power as our neighbor?) Why should 
we cringe before others, thus acknowledging our 
own weakness and their strength? Why should we 
permit others to sit in the big chairs while we 
occupy the little chairs?) Many who do this very 
thing are not so much to blame because they do it. 
Why? Because their whole lives have been spoilt 
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by repression of all the good that is in them, all 
along the line from childhood up. A repression 
combined with abuse and neglect which saps the 
mental, moral, and spiritual fibre of the youth and 
largely cripples the whole after life of the man or 
woman subjected to such influences in youth, no 
matter even if the sunshine of kind thoughts and 
generous words brighten their pathway in after 
life. 

The dog that is kicked, cuffed and abused, fights 
shy of everyone, and the best that is in him can 
never be brought out. The animal man is largely 
like a dog in this respect. 

But let us return to the original thought that we 
wust break the ice and start in on the work if we 
ever hope to accomplish anything We must also 
hold the thought that we are equal to the task, and 
that with an abiding trust in ourselves, we can 
accomplish the marvelous, 

Christ said if we had but faith even as a grain of 
mustard seed, we could remove mountains ; and he 
also said that greater things than he did we could 
do. But do we do them? And if not, why not? 
There is a great breach of trust somewhere, else we 
certainly could do the things Christ did, and even 
greater things than he did, as he so prophesied. 

Bulwer says in “Zanoni,” everything great in 
music, art, literature, science, etec., etc., that has 
ever been done has been done in the trance state. 
What does he mean? Is it not simply this, that 
when we start in on a great work, that work is made 
light and easy when we place ourselves in the right 
condition —letting go of ourselves and our sur- 
roundings on the material plane, and lifting our- 
selves into an exalted state. Spiritually uniting 
ourselves in soul or spirit with the Father, and per- 
mitting him to manifest himself through us unto an 
admiring world. 

Christ always claimed that the things that he 
did, he did not of himself, but the Father through 
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him did the work. And the Father through us can 
also do the work if we only apply ourselves to the 
task, and by letting go of ourselves take hold of the 
Father, and permit the divine inflow of spiritual 
wisdom and power to become manifest through us.

The subject of this lesson is “ The Day of Judg- 
ment,” and yet no “day” is mentioned. Besides in 
eternity there are no “days.” More properly it 
represents the stage or step in completed regenera- 
tion, where the Christed man renders or executes 
righteous judgment upon all the thoughts of his 
own mind-realm. In this allegorical picture what 
is described as occurring outwardly, only represents 
what is spiritually occurring within, for ‘‘this day 
is this scripture fulfilled in your ears.” 

Thus the world is the whole mind, where you are 
the king, and “all nations” are the innumerable 
thoughts both good and bad of your mind-kingdom. 
In the last lesson was pictured the “Son of man 
coming” in the manifestation of externalized con- 
ditions of body or environment, according to your 
fidelity in “watching” against the intrusion of 
error thoughts. In this lesson that imagery is con- 
tinued, so as to represent the full establishment of 
your kingdom and your righteous judgment of 
separation of the good and the bad people and 
“nations” of your mental realm. 

31. ‘When the Son of Man shall come in His 
glory”—shall be fully revealed to your conscious- 
ness —“ with all His holy angels” of accompanying 
pure and true thoughts — then is the Christ come to 
His throne in your heart, so that you “reign with 
Christ in His kingdom.” 

32-33. And as “king,” wise with “the mind of 
Christ,” you shall be able to judge righteously the 
innumerable thoughts of your kingdom —“ all na- 
tions ””— making a just discrimination between good 
and bad, true and false, faithful and unfaithful 
thoughts, “as a shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats,” placing the good in favor (“right hand”), 
and the evil in disfavor (‘‘left hand”’). 

34. Then shall you, the king, pronounce your 
judgment of approval, blessing and benediction on 
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the righteous thoughts, as being those for which 
the “kingdom” of heaven was “prepared from the 
foundation of the world.” For the true and good 
“can never perish, neither can any man pluck them 
out of My hand ;” they are eternal and eternally 


provided for. 
35-36. Religion does not consist in professions, 


but in kindly deeds that spring spontaneously out 
of a pure heart. “Pure religion and undefiled 
before God, the Father, is this: to visit the widows 
and the fatherless in their affliction, and to keep 
ones self unspotted from the world.” Acts of 
mercy, love and philanthropy, springing from the 
impulse of right motive, are the measure of your 
heart’s religion. 

37-39. When one thus does good wholly for 
others’ sake, not considering his own selfish in- 
terest —“the left hand not knowing what the right 
hand doeth,” he is scarcely aware of any merit on 
his own part. He deserves no reward who does 
good merely for the sake of reward. 

40. Strictly speaking, to do good to thy neigh- 
bor is to do good to thyself ; since humanity is one, 
“and all ye are brethren.” Ye are the one—and 
the One is the Christ. 

41. In your righteous discriminatian between 
“all nations” of your kingdom, you condemn and 
banish eternally from your kingdom of mind all 
evil thoughts ; that they may be consumed in the 
“ everlasting fire” of divine realization. “For our 
God is a consuming fire.‘ This is the ultimate end 
of “the devil ”— all carnal] nature, “and his angels” 
—all individual thought, which minister to that 


carnal nature. 
42-44. Because such thoughts offer no evidence 


of internal genuineness by acts of mercy, love and 
philanthropy. Doing no good, they prove them- 
selves no good. Negative themselves, they ‘bring 
no positive results of good. 
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45. For not to do good to thy neighbor is not to 
do good to thyself ; since humanity is one, and that 
One is Christ. The sin of omission is equally un- 
righteous with the sin of commission. 

46. The negative or not-doing-good thoughts, 
as well as the active evil-doing thoughts (“devil and 
his angels”), must by your own righteous judgment 
be banished to the “outer darkness” of unreality 
and falsity ; but the righteous, the good-doing, the 
True and Real, you acknowledge to be, eternally 
Real and imperishable. The one, the evil, dis- 
appears in the “everlasting punishment” of non- 
being ; the other, the Good, lives eternally, since 
all is Good, all Reality is God.

Memorials are among the great object lessons of 
mankind. Scripture memorials are both commemo- 
rative and prophetic. Among the Jews the pass- 
over was instituted as a memorial feast to commem- 
orate their deliverance from the bondage of Egypt; 
and it was also a symbolic or prophetic figure of 
Him who was to come as the trne Pascal Lamb—the 
“Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” 

While on this feat day He commemorated a past 
event, He was Himself the fulfillment of its pro- 
phetic symbology. He was the connecting link be- 
tween the old and new dispensations, terminating 
the one and introducing the other. 

17-20. These verses show the psychic power by 
which He was able to see beyond the present and 
find the things needed already awaiting Him. As 
long as the mind’s twelve powers faithfully abide in 
Truth, the Christ cannot be betrayed, for this is the 
“secret place of the Most High” where “no evil can 
come nigh.” But, when one power becomes per- 
verted, when Judas becomes the “thief”—when bus- 
iness in finance is perverted and becomes avarice, 
the “thief”—it will betray the Christ. 

21-22. When the Spirit of Truth reveals any 
inharmony and the incompleteness of perfect de- 
fense, then self-examination reveals the faithfull- 
ness of the faithful, while the unfaithful is self con- 
demned.— Verse 25. 

23. This verse does not point out the traitor, 
but the treachery. “Mine own familiar friend in 
whom I trusted, hath lifted up his heel against me.” 
—Ps. 4:19. However He answers John’s inquiry: 
‘“Who is it,” by dipping a morsel of bread in the 
broth and putting it into Judas’ mouth —an act of 
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friendship to people of that time. “After the sop, 
satan entered into him.” When love is perverted 
and becomes jealousy, its acts are cruel and even 
murderous. So when the money faculty is per- 
verted and becomes jealousy, its acts will be heart- 
less respecting the Christ—even satanic. 

24. “The Son of Man goeth.” This mortal con- 
cept of man has got to “go”; it is not the reality of 
man; it is a false concept. The True Man is a Son 
of God, unchanging and eternal. Therefore this 
false or Son-of-Man concept of man must be “set at 
nought”—made nothing—must go, that the untram- 
meled, incorruptible Son of God may shine forth 
in resurrection splendor as man’s True Being. 
“But woe to that man.” It must be conceded that 
the Christ could not be slain nor betrayed or in any 
way harmed. It was the Son of Man (that mani- 
fested the Son of God) who suffered. The Christ 
must triumph in the resurrection, and the triumph 
of the Christ is the death of averice. Judas hanged 
himself. 

26. In the new memorial, now instituted, 
“bread” signifies the substance of Truth, and “wine” 
signifies the Divine Life; for “wine” denotes blood, 
and blood denotes life. ‘ The life of all flesh is the 
blood thereof.—Lev. 17:14. To “eat bread” signi- 
fies to appropriate or assimilate Truth, the substance 
of Being; and to “drink wine” is to imbibe or assim- 
ilate Life. As the body of flesh cannot be main- 
tained without the blood, so Being cannot be Being 
without the Life. “Except ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of Man, and drink his blood ye have no life in 
you.” This immortality must be realized through 
the recognition and assimilation of the Truth of 
Beiag and the Christ Life. “Whoso eateth my 
flesh (Truth) and drinketh my blood (Life) hath 
eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last day. 
John 6:54. Thus the body may become immor- 
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talized. “This is my body” in symbol. As one eats 
bread to sustain the body, so must he assimilate 
Truth-substance to sustain the soul. 

27-28. “This is my blood, in symbol, “of the 
new testament.” Just as the passover was sym- 
bolic of the old covenant or “testimony,” so the 
“wine,” standing for blood— Life, is the symbol of 
the ‘‘new testament” or covanent—the “covenant of 
grace” instead of sacrifice. 

The Passover now ceases, having no longer a 
prototype, it being fulfilled in the “Lamb of God.” 
Therefore meat, the symbol of sacrifice is omitted 
from the symbols oj the new covenant. On the ful- 
filling of the old, He institutes a new memorial 
feast, commemorative of His passion, and prophetic 
of a new order of living, according to a new under- 
standing of God and Man. The “veil is now rent 
from top to bottom,” and man may freely enter into 
the “holy place” of the realization of his divine in- 
heritance of holiness and immortality.
